They came from al) directions; from 
the west end in automobiles and carriages;

@rrangement that would place Catholics in

The steady growth 
of the English speaking church during the 
last three centuries is truly gratifying, and 
may be considered phenomenal. 


Bond in Catholic Literature. 


** At the council of Trent, held in the six-

ican continent had but recently been djs- 
covered, and Australasiq was a terra in- 
cognita. There are now upwards of 200 
bishops ruling dioceses where English is 
the prevailing language. An English speak- 
ing hierarchy is established in England, I[re- 
land, and Scotland, the United States and 
Canada, the East Indies, and Australasia. 
And should another ecumenical council be 
‘Held during the present century, there is no 
doubt that every division of our globe would 
be largely represented by English speaking 
prelates professing the ancient faith, and 
paying spiritual allegiance to the sdvereign 
pontiff of Rome. 

“The church in the United States has an- 
other bond of union with the church in Great 
Brit@n, and that is your Catholic literature. 
Not to mention the classic writers of Eng- 
land, whose domain,is.as wide ag the British 
empire, the Catholic authors who flourished 
among you in the eighteenth and nineteenth 
centuries are. household names among us. 
Our clergy and educated laity are almost as 
familiar as you are with the writings of 
Bishop May.

The great religious revolution of the six- 
bth century had spread like a tornado 
‘er northern Europe. More than half. of 
many adopted the teachings of its new 
istle. Sweden, Denmark, Norway, and 
ail Scandinavia followed in the same path. 
Calvanigm in the sixteenth centry, and Vol- 
taltetsm in the eighteenth had wrought such 
havoc in France that twice the fate of that 
great Catholic nation trembled in the bal- 
anee.

A few modest‘chapels, which could 
not ibe dignified with the name of Chri@tian 
temples, were established here and there, and 
chiefly in the great commercial centers; and 
the ‘entire Catholic population was estimat- 
ed by Dr. Milner at 70,000.

Armed Boy Arrested in Private Office of 


Father Buhaczkowski at Detroit Says / 


He enon | to End Life. 


Detroit, Mich., Sept. 18.—Jenor Zhoralski, 
aged 19, of Buffalo, N. Y¥., was taken into 
custody today at the Polish seminary here 
under circumstances which led toa suspicion 
that he intended to shoot the Rev, Father 
Withold Buhaczkowski, head of the semina- 
ry. A charge of carrying concealed weapons 
has been preferred against him. 

Zboralski attended ‘the seminary here for 
several years, but last June failed to pass 
the examinations and was refused a diploma. 
The young man brooded over his faflure and 
last Saturday told a friend, the offiéers say, 
that he intended to come to Detroit and kill 
Father Buhaczkowski, He also, it is said, 
repeated his threat to Father Szalezewski, 
who conferred with Father Alex Pitass about 
it. 

Father Pitass telegraphed from Buffalo to 
Father Buhaczkowski here yesterday that 
some one who threatened his life would leave 
Saturday night for Detroit. The police were 
notified and about 9:30 o'clock today, before 
the officers had arrived, Zboralski walked 
into Father Buhaczkowski's private office 
and said: 

**T want a diploma.” 

Several of the father’s assistants seized 
him. A loaded revolver wam{ound in Zboral- 
eki’s pocket. The young man after his ar- 
reet denied that he had intended to use the 
weapon against Father Buhaczkowgki. 

“J did not intend to kill him,” sajd Zbor- 
alski. “I came to the seminary to demand 
a diploma, and if refused it I was going to 
kill myself and fall at Father Buhacskowskt!'s

“German Peril” Article Denounced. 


The chancellorexpresbes himself awgreatly 
disgusted with an article entitled “‘ The Ger- 
man Peril,” in the last number of the Quar- 
terly Review, which attracted much atten- 
tion in England. He vehemently denounced 
ite “intense ignorance,” and said he doubted 
the sanity of the writer, and after going 
through the article page by page he wrote 


on the margin: 


“The only correct statement in this mass 
of falsehood, chaos, and nonsense is that 
heedless chauvinism won't avajl Englend.”’ 

Dealing with the effect on the world’s peace 
of the Anglo-German relations, the chan- 
cellor said the dominant influence in the 
world is neither England nor Germany, much 
less any single individual in either country, 
but the world’s conscience, which often, 
though not always correctly, was called pub- 
lic opinion. 

Should other nations bolder than Germany 
challenge the world's sense of right and 
wrong, Germany would not shrink from the 
ordeal, though with the certainty that her 
fleet would be annihilated, he declared. Such 
a catastrophe would not compare with the 
disasters of past history, he continued, and 
Germany had always shown herself greater 
in misfortune than in prosperity, 


Germany Wants No War. 


“Should, however, #eo dire an alternative 
be spared her,” writes Mr. Whitman, sum- 
marizing the chancellor's statements, ‘‘ there 
is good reason to believe thet the Germap 
government will take an early opportunity 
of proving to the world that Germany har- 
bore no warlike intentions, least of all against 
Great Britain, but ie bent upon concilia- 
tion all around. 

“ This happy frame of mind, although likely 
to be manifested shortly in an unmistakable 
Manner, can only compatibly, with her dig- 
nity as @ great naval power, be practically 
effective when the present naval program is 
completed in 1913.” 

The chancellor spoke hopefully of the 
settlement of the Moroccan question. He 
said there was ho reason to suppose that 
France would not adhere loyally to the Al- 
geciras convention, notwithstanding that 
there seemed to be slight misapprehension 
in certain French circles regarding German 
intentions: .

WRECK HURTS THIRTY-FOUR; | 
ENEMY OF ERIE BLAMED. 


Officials Believe Chicago to New York 
Express Deliberately Thrown Into 
Open Switch at Geneva, Pa. 


Meadville, Pa., Sept. 13.—Thirty-four per- 
sons were injured early today in the wreck 
of Erie train No. 4, Chicago to New York 
express, at Geneva, Pa., a small station eight 
miles west of here, the wreck, railroad offi- 
clals believe, being due to enemies of the 
company opening a switch shortly before the 
train arrived. 

All of the injured were brought to~this 
city, and twenty-three of them were taken 
to Spencer hospital. Five of these, after 


“having their injuries dressed, continued their 


journey, while eighteen still remain in the 
hospital. 

Thirty-one of the injured were passengers 
and three railroad employés. A majority 
of the former were Italian and Greek labor- 
ers. 

Rallroad officials assert they are convinced 
the switch was maliciously opened to wreck 
the train, but think it was done by persons 
having a grievance against the company 
rather than for robbery. A key was used to 
open the switch, the lock hanging loose from 
the bar. 

The train was due here at 12:50 a. m., but 
was about one hour late, and was running 
more than fifty miles anhour. Upon striking 
the open switch the entire train left the track, 
the locomotive turning over on itsside. Two 
of the cars, a combination smoker and bag- 
gage and a day coach, were demolished.

‘ and Expulsion. 


PASTORS UPHOLD BOARD. 


Great Majority of the Boys and 


Girls Expected to Sign Re- 
quired Pledges. 


One tnousand boys and girls in the high 
schools of Chicago wil! have to choose today 
between’ their schools and their secret so- 
cleties. Only one boy, Edward McDonald, 
a Phi Sigma of Hyde Park High school, is 
sure to refuse to sign. And he will refuse 
because he has been selected as the one to pe 
defended in the courts with the fund raised 
by the parents of the other boys and girls. 

Probably a great majority of the other 
children will sign the pledges required by 
the school board. <A large number, under 
compulsion’ of their parents, will sign with the 
intention of keeping the pledges. A larger 
number will sign to avoid expulsion, but 
with the intention of continuing the societies 
secretly or by evasions. And in Hyde Park, 


; where the revolt is focused, an attempt wil! 


be made by the pupils to sign without binding 
themselves. 


Plan to Sign “Under Protest. 23 

The latter plan is known as “ gigning under 
protest.” The idea is to sign with a mental! 
reservation and a determination to disre- 
gard the pledge at any tinmie such disregard 
_ will not mean expuision. The only hitch.in 
‘the plan is a slight but disturbing doubt as 
to whether the authorities will accept pledges 
thus signed. The morality of the “ pledge 
under protest’’ plan has not been ques- 
tioned—that is, not by itg originators. 

As far as the members of the fraternities 
and sororities are concerned, they are will- 
ing to refuse to sign, be expelled, fight the 
matter to the Supreme court, and, if they 
lose, go to private schools. 

The firm attitude of the board of education 
and the unqualified support it has received 
from newspapers and the public generally 
has done much to break down the resist- 
ance of the “ frats" by withdrawing the 
support of parents. 

The position of the fraternities in at least 
two sections of the city was weakened seri- 
ously yesterday by the forcible declarations 
of two influential pastors. 


Attacked by Priest. 


The Rev: William Foley, pastor of St. Am- 
brose Roman Catholic church of Kenwood, 
who numbers among his parishioners the 
‘parents of many high school fraternity mem- 
bers, spoke on the subject at each of the 
six masses in the morning. 

“The board of education, the legal gov- 
erning body of the Chicago public schools,’’ 
he said, “has ordered all pupils in those 
schools to give up thelr membership in fra- 
ternitiés or sororities.- Strange to say, a 
rebellion against this rule seems imminent. 
I do not know whether the board members 
were justified in passing the rule, though I 
believe they were justified, and I know them 
earnest men, who have 
studied the subject and on whose judgment 
we can rely; but whether they were justified 
or not makes no difference. 

“They have made the rule, and it is the duty 
of the parents to stand by it; to see that 


‘their children obey it in every particular. 


Authority must be upheld, and any rebellion 
against proper civil authority is not only’ 
criminal but also sinful. 

* Partic ly is this so when It Is the rebel- 
lion of supposedly intellectual people in such 


~@ way as to set a bad example for more igno- 


rant and unthinking persons. Particularly 
is this so when it means the upholding of 
— youngsters in defiance of their teach- 

I sincerely trust that no Catholic father 
sa  wantha will be guilty of participation in 
this lawless, sinful rebellion. If they feel 
they have been wronged, they have legal 
means of redress, which should be resorted 
to rather than the encouragement of their 
sons and daughters to defiance of those law- 
fully placed in authority over them.” 


Sees Cause of Snobbishness. | 
The Hev. Melbourne P. Boynton did not 


‘eonfine himself to advice not to resist the 


school board, but added a condemnation of 
the fraternities and sororities.. He declared 
that boys and girls of high school age were 
not competent to form oath bound societies 
independent of adult control, that they were 
subversive of school discipline and product- 
ive of snobbishness. 

“For the good of the men of tomorrow,” 
“let us use every endeavor to keep 
the youth of today on a democratic equality. 
Let the banker's daughter be the helpful 
companion of the baker’s girl. Teach boys 
and girls to admire character and not cash. 
Let preference rest on real ability and not 
go fawning after dry goods or the haber- 
dasher’s most perfect product. See to it 
that the public schools do not manufacture 
snobs. If there are parents who want that 
sort of thing let them pay for its making in 
private schools and then hide it under all 
the clothes it will carry; amother it if you

Government Will Experiment 
Here with Slag and ‘Asphalt. 


NOVEL USE FOR. MOLASSES. 


Utilized as Binder for a “Candy” 
Highway at Newton, Mass.

Chicago is to have a dustless road and 
Supt: M. J. Doherty of the department of 
streets and the superintendents of all the 
park systems are awaiting the result of the 
experiment with interest. 

The road will be constrwoted of blast fur- 
nace slag, combined with asphalt or tar, by 
the office of public roads of the United States 
department of agriculture. It will be one of 
a number of experiments conducted by the 
department in the effort to give the nation 
dust proofthoroughfares. Possibly the road 
will be constructed in one of the south side 
parks. | 

The park systems of the north and west 
sides have solved the dust problem to some 
extent by using petroleum on the stireeta. 

If the results are as satisfactory as the pre- 
liminary conditions indicate, the slag-asphalt 
or slag-tar roads will realize the hope of the 
scientists for both the wutflization of) by- 
products and the attainment of a dustless 
road. 

The road to be constructed here under the 
supervision of Chief Engineer Vernon M. 
Peirce will be of slag and asphalt: It will be 
carefully observed during the trying months 
of winter. If in the spring it has been) es- 
tablished that this class of road remains 
firm, does not rut, sheds water, and makes 
byt ttle dust, a vast step forward-will have 
been taken in road building. 


“Candy Road” in the East. 

More novel than this, however, the office 
of public roads is preparing in ‘the east 
to lay a stretch of what facetious writ- 
ers are almost certain to label a: candy 
road.” In all filghts of fancy it is probable 
that nobody except a scientist would £0. 60 
far afield In research as to adopt molasses 
as a road building material, but that is ex- 
actly what has been done. Assistant Chem- 
ist Prevost Hubbard of Director | Page's 
scientific corps is leveling a half mile stretch 
of road near Newton, Mags., and in a few 
days will begin laying the firet ‘molasees road. 

This molasses is the almost useless | by- 
product of the great cane sugar refineries 
of the south and the beet sugar refineries of 
the west and southwest. It is sickishly 
sweet, nearly as black and as thick as tar. 
and almost as powerful as a binder. Hav- 
ing always been a waste product, it can be 
bought at a lower price-than coal tar and 
in greater quantities. In laboratory experi- 
ments H behaved so well and held out suth 
promises for ideal roads that the practical! 
test of a real road was decided upon, 

“Slag as the useless by-product of the 
blast furnaces and molasges as the useless 
by-product of the sugar refineries," a cir- 
cular issued by the office of public roads 
says, “‘may in a few years revolutionize 

country road building, create a dempnd for 
more extended roads in the United States, 
where those products are most easily to be 
had, and add. millions to the wealth of the 
country by putting a cash value on hitherto 
waste material 


Trying Oil in Kansas. 

“While experts are laboring with these 
experiments in the east, south, and middle 
west, another scientist, also from the office 
of public roads, is engaged at Independence, 
Kas., in trying to devise a method of con- 
structing oiled roads analogous to the meth- 
ods which have produced the famous olled 
roads of southern California. He is mixing 
heavy oils, possessing pronounced asphaltic 
bases, with natural soil and sand and com- 
pacting the preparation so formed with a 
tamping roller. 

“The oiled roads of California have saved 


growers of that fertile state in the last few 
years by suppressing the dust that formerly 
arose in blinding clouds with the passing of 
every vehicle. Those dust clouds, floating 
lo adjacent flelds and orchards, depreciated 
the price of farm produce and lowered the 
values of real estate to a startling degree: 
The sprinkling of ofl was tried and the dust 
was held in check. Then some of the roads 
were plowed and the oil mixed with the earth 
an@ the mags firmly roHed to a properly 
crowned surface. Splendid results followed 
in most instances,” HH

quest the return of C. W. Leadbeater to the 
fold. Then there was pandemonium. The 
halb was filled with women delegates from all 
Parts of the United States. Half a dozen 
anti-Leadbeaters sought recognition. After 
the atmosphere had been sufficiently cleared 
te admit the chairman's voice being heard, 
ohne woman delegate from Kansas succeeded 
in having this substitute read: 

(Resolved, Thid convention looks on the teaching 
given by C. W. Leadbeater to certain boys as 


wholly evil and hereby expresses ite judgment 
on ‘this matter. 


Then It Is Leadbeater’s Turn. 
This resolution was received with mantk 
{féstations of approval from a part of those 
Present, while a large number of the Theoso- 
phists openly avowed their disapprobation. 
It was the turn of the admirers and followers 
of Leadbeater to be recognized, and T. B. 
Martin of Kabsas City secured the eye of 
the chairman. He introduced this resolu- 
tion as amendatory to that introduced 
against. Leadbeater: 


Resolved, That the proper officer or officers of 
the Theosophical society be and the same are 
hereby requested by the American section of the 
T, S. in meeting duly assembled to invite as soon 
as possible C. W, Leadbeater to accept membership 
again in the T. &. 

The reason briefly given for the invitation 
tao Leadbeater to return were that the so- 
clety stands for universal brotherhood. They 
egntended that the individual had the right 
ta maintain whatever opinion he desired, 
without any limitations to his teachings, and 
it: was improper for, any one. to interfere with 
his individual jideag on any subjects which 
hé saw fit to promulgate. 

it was obvious that Leadbeater had a 
large majority of the delegates, when the 
individual who opposed his policies was de- 
felted in the dontest for genera! secretary, 
which is the highest position that can be 
h¢ld in the United States section. 


Charges of Immorality Follow. 
Laadbeater was formerly a clergyman con- 
eoted with the Church of England. He re- 
Ened to become the chief lecturer and as- 
ptant to the president of the Theosophists, 
me years ago Leadbeater was charged 
{th instructing boys in his care in immoral 
subjecta. The boys were put under a pledge 
of secrecy and cautioned against informing 
their parents. The scandals became public 
and a memorial was addressed to Mrs. Be- 
sant containing testinony that had been 
given by boys 18 and 14 years oN. 

At the time of the formation of the charges 
against Leadbeater he was in Italy, and 
was notified to go to England, where the 

tish executive committee of the society 
had met to place him on trial. Leadbeater 
geht word that he desired to retire from all 
connection with the Theosophical society 
and his request for retirement was granted. 


Charges Meeting Is Packed. 


One indignant woman delegate who threat- 
ened to retire from the ranke stated that it 
was evident from the manner in which the 
convention acted that the meeting had been 
“packed "’ by friends of Leadbeater. She 
believed the action of the convention was an 
avowed advocacy of his teachings. She cir- 
culated a pamphlet among the women which 
she claimed proved conclusively that Lead- 
beater originally had been judged on his own 
confession and that such teachings would 
be' rewarded in America as the teachings of 
thé Theosophical society and consequently 
false impressions would result. 

The resolution condemning Leadbeater’s 
teachings was tabled and that requesting 
hig reinstatement to the Theosophists car- 
ried by a vote of 198 to 57. By a similar vote 
Dri Weller Van Hook of Chicago defeated 
Frank Nothe of New York’for the office of 
general secretary of the American section. 

The various committees submitted reports 
showing that the society had a membership 
of about 18,000. Three sessions will be had 
today, tomorrow, and Wednesday.
